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ORDINANCE NO. 85-29 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, PROTECTING THE ARTIFICIAL 
REEFS CREATED BY PALM BEACH COUNTY PURSUANT TO THE 
COUNTY’S ARTIFICIAL REEF PROGRAM, PROVIDING FOR 
"DECLARATION OF LEGISLATIVE INTENT", "DEFINITIONS", 

"STATUS OF MATERIAL USED IN CONSTRUCTION OF 
ARTIFICIAL REEFS", "PROHIBITED ACTS", "LOCATION OF 
ARTIFICIAL REEFS", "PENALTIES", "REPEAL OF ORDINANCES 
IN CONFLICT", "SEVERABILITY", "INCLUSION IN THE CODE 
OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES", AND "EFFECTIVE DATE". 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County has established an Artificial Reef 

Program for the purpose of enhancing salt water fishing and recreational 

opportunities; and 

WHEREAS, it is essential to ensure the existence of the 
Artificial Reef Program that all materials used in the construction of 
artificial reefs created pursuant to said Program are protected from 
possession, tampering, injury, molestation, defacement, destruction, or 
disturbance; and 

WHEREAS, the materials used in the construction of the 
artificial reefs under said Program primarily are surplus or unneeded 
materials donated by the owners of said materials; and 

WHEREAS, the nature of such reef materials requires that the 
County accept, in an expeditious manner, all appropriate materials 
offered for use in the construction of the artificial reefs to avoid 
risking the loss of said materials by the owner disposing of said 
materials by other means; and 

WHEREAS, the County has previously received and used certain 

donated materials for the construction of an artificial reef created

pursuant to said Program; and 

WHEREAS, said Artificial Reef Program contributes to the 
economy of Palm Beach County as well as economies of other coastal local 
government bodies in and surrounding Palm Beach County, and it is in the 
public interest to ensure said Program; and 

WHEREAS, based upon the foregoing, an emergency exists and the 
immediate enactment of this Ordinance is necessary. 
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NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA as follows: 

SECTION 1. DECLARATION OF LEGISLATIVE INTENT: 


The intent and purpose of this Ordinance is to protect and 
safeguard the artificial reefs created by Palm Beach County pursuant to 
its Artificial Reef Program by declaring that materials used in the 
construction of artificial reefs created pursuant to said Program are not 
to be considered abandoned or deserted and to provide for certain 
prohibited acts regarding said materials. 


SECTION 2, DEFINITIONS: 

For the purposes of this Ordinance, the definitions contained 
in this section shall apply unless otherwise specifically stated. When 
not inconsistent to the context, words used in the present tense, include 
the future, words in the plural number include the singular and words in 
the singular number include the plural. The word "shall is always 
mandatory and not merely discretionary. 

A. Persons: Includes individuals, children, firms, 
associations, joint ventures, partnerships, estates, trusts, business 
trusts, syndicates, fudiciaries, corporations, and all other groups or 
combinations. 


B. Artificial Reef: Man-made or natural materials 
intentionally placed in selected areas of the marine environmental that 
will provide conditions known to be favorable in sustaining, enhancing 
and increasing the population of marine life as well as marine 
recreational activities. 

C. Coastal Local Government Body: Any local governing body 

* 

which is duly constituted under the Laws of Florida and whose 
geographical jurisdiction covers, includes or borders the Atlantic Ocean. 
Such local bodies include, but are not limited to, coastal counties, 
coastal municipalities, and special taxing districts. 

D. Department of Natural Resource: A State agency of the 
executive branch of the State of Florida. 

E. Materials: Any and all items, objects, articles, whether 
man-made or natural, including but not limited to concrete rubble, steel 
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ships, barges or other suitable steel objects or natural rock. The term 
'material" shall also include a 1967 Rolls Royce automobile. 

SECTION 3. STATUS OF MATERIAL USED IN CONSTRUCTION OF ARTIFICIAL REEFS : 

All materials used in the construction of artificial reefs by 
Palm Beach County pursuant to its artificial reef program shall remain 
the property of Palm Beach County and shall not be considered abandoned, 
lost or in any way deserted by Palm Beach County. 

SECTION 4. PROHIBITED ACTS: 

It shall be prohibited for any person to possess, tamper, 
injure, molest, deface, destroy, remove or in any way disturb any 
material used in the construction of any artificial reef under Palm Beach 
County's Artificial Reef Program. 

SECTION 5. LOCATION OF ARTIFICIAL REEFS: 

The artificial reefs created pursuant to said Program and 
affected by the terms of this Ordinance, are those reefs located within 
the areas described on the attached Exhibits "A" through "I". 

SECTION 6. PENALTIES; 

Violations of this Ordinance shall be prosecuted in the same 
manner as misdemeanors are prosecuted and upon conviction shall be

punished by fine not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or by

imprisonment in the County jail not to exceed sixty (60) days or by both 
fine and imprisonment. However, the penalties provided by this section 
shall not be construed to restrict or limit the application of any crimes 
as defined under the Laws of the State of Florida and the United States 
applicable for a violation of this Ordinance, including but not limited 
to theft, tresspas or criminal mischief. 

SECTION 7. REPEAL OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT:

The provisions of any other Palm Beach County Ordinance that

SECTION 8. SEVERABILITY : 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 

this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be unconstitu-
